On the morning of November 22, 1963, SUBJECT was in 
TONT ZOPPI'S Office at the Dallas Morning News. 

On the afternoon of November 22, 1963, SUBJECT phoned 
ALICE HI CHOU and discussed closing his Club. SUBJECT called 
i r .j. ’T iw r H t H " P . tikUB EB at NE 5 1002, Los Angeles, California, 
and HHEg"WJLLL at" ' 30 3 8022, Galveston, Texas, fr cm the 
Carousel ulud.
